The  work  hcK'an  in  1H77  with 
six  stndcnts  in  thv  school-house  of 
St.  Janus'  Cathid.al,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  first  I'rineii)al, 
Rev.  Dr.  Shtraton.  The  College 
was  incorporated  in  1879,  and  in 
1882  a  buihlini,'  was  erected  on  College  Street  to  meet  the  K'rovvinR 
needs  of  the  work.  Hv  1SS5  it  was  necessary  to  enUir^e  this 
huildinK-  A«ain  in  i8()o  further  a(hlitioii  was  needed,  Init  it  was 
deemed  wiser  to  arrange  for  a  new  l)uiUlin«  and  a  new  site.  'I'his 
was  the  befrinninj,'  of  the  present  College  structure.  I'urilicr  additums 
have  been  necessary  from  time  to  time.  In  i<)02  th'  Liljrary  and 
Convocation  Hall  were  addrd.  In  igo.S  and  ai;;nn  in  i<>  i  more 
necessarv  student  accommodation  was  providi  d  In  ♦''  latter 
year  the  handsome  new  chape',  was  built  and  also  a  v>idei 
Principal. 

All  this  drvclopmeiil  has  ^'one  on   without   incurring,    o 
and  the  e(iuii)m -nt  as  now  co:nplete  for  present  need-,  st.an«l 
any    financial    Habilitv.      We    are    however,   dei)e(idenl    >. 
ni)on  i)ul)lic  supi)ort  for  the  carryin^^  on  of  our  work,  since 
nient   funds    jjrovide    for    less    tiian   half    the    annual  cosi 
tenance. 

In   the  37   years  of  cmr  histoiy   nearlv   two  hundred   an.     Mxty 
graduates  have  been  i)repared  for  the  sacred  Ministr>  . 
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Wycliffe  College  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  educational  system 
of  the  Church  of  England  in  Canada.  By  resolution  of  the  Provincial 
Synod  in  the  year  1889  it  was  given  its  place  as  one  of  the  recognized 
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Theological  Colleges  of  our  Church,  on  an  equal  basis'  with  those  of 
other  centres  of  Educational  and  Church  Hfe  in  Canada.  Its  grad- 
uates are  received  by  all  the  Bishops  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
The  Primate  and  many  of  the  Bishops  are  Visitors  of  the  College. 
The  course  of  study  throughout  the  period  of  training  is  so  arranged 
as  to  lead  up  to  the  examinations  for  the  degrees  of  B.D.  and  I). I)., 
set  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  General  vSynod.  upon  which 
body  Wycliffe  College  appoints  its  representative  from  year  to  year. 
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Kroni  its  relationship 
with  our  Provincial 
University,  Wycliffe 
College  derives  great 
advantages. 

I .  The  Official 
Stati-s- In  1885  Wy- 
cliffe College  was,  by 
statute  of  the  Univer- 
sity vSenate,  confirmed 
by  the  Governor  -  in  - 
Council,  affiliated  to  the 
University  of  Toronto. 
In  1889  the  College  was, 
by  Act  of  the  Ontario 
,  ,  Legislature,      federated 

and    made    a   constituent  part  of    the    University.      Wycliffe  elects 
annually  three  representatives  on   the   University  vSenate. 

2.  University  Course  in  Arts  The  teaching  of  the  entire 
curriculum  in  Arts,  including  the  General  Course,  and  the  fifteen 
Honour  Courses  of  Classics,  Philosophy,  Modern  Languages  Se* 
Languages,  etc.,  (see 
University  Calendar), 
is  provided  by  the  Uni- 
versity, and  is  open  to 
every  student  of  Wy- 
cliffe College. 

3.  College  Course 
IN  Theology  —  With 
the  Arts  Course  and 
general  literary  training 
provided  by  the  ample 
resources  of  the  Uni- 
versity, all  the  resources 
of  Wycliffe  College  can 
be   devoted    to  the  ad- 
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vanccmcnt  of  theological  training.  Moreover,  certain  subjects  i  i 
WyclifTe  College  are  constituted  "options,"  and  made  a  portion  of 
the  ordinary  course  required  for  the  B.A.  degree.  A  necessarily 
high  uniform  standard  of  teaching  is  thus  required  throughout  all 
departments. 
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4.  Unique  Advantage  — WyclifTe  enjoys  the  unique  advan- 
tage of  being  the  only  Theological  College  connected  with  the 
University  of  Toronto  which  possesses  its  Residential  and  Teaching 
Equipment  situated   within  the  University  Grounds. 

The  benefits  derived  from  this  intimate  relationship  with  the  life 
and  teaching  of  the  University,  are  self-evident.  The  easy  access  to 
the  Stafi"  ard  Lectures  ;  the  economy  of  time  made  possible  by  close 
proximity  with  the  University  buildings  (including  the  splendid 
new  gymnasium  in  course  of  erection,  etc.)  ;  and  not  least  the 
influence  of  a  life  spent  in  common  association  with  a  large  body 
of  students— these  are  factors  which  make  the  position  of  WyclifTe 
College  unique  in  opportunity  for  life  and  teaching.
